White House pushes ouster 
prior to detailing auto plan 

DETROIT I General Motors Corp, Chairman 
and CEO Rick Wagoner will step down 
immediately at the request of the White 
House, administration officials said Sun- 
day. The news comes as President Obama 
prepares to unveil additional restructur- 
ing efforts designed to 
save the domestic auto 
industry. 

The officials asked not 
to be identified because 
details of the restructur- 
ing plan have not yet been 
made public. On Monday, 

Obama is to announce 
plans to restructure GM and Chrysler LLC 
in exchange for additional government 
loans. The companies have been living on 
$ 17.4 billion in government aid and have 
requested $21,6 billion more. 

Wagoner, 56, joined the company in 1977, 
serving in several capacities in the U.S., Bra- 
zil and Europe. He has been chairman and 
chief executive since May 1, 2003. 

Obama said Sunday that GM and 
Chrysler and all those with a stake in their 
survival need to take more hard steps to 
help the struggling automakers restruc- 
ture for the future. 

In an interview with CBS’ “Face the 
Nation” broadcast Sunday, Obama said the 
companies must do more to receive addi- 
tional financial aid from the government.

8 Dead After Nursing Home Attack

Police: Man did not 
work at N.C. facility, 
not related to victims 

CARTHAGE, N.C. I A gunman burst 
into a North Carolina nursing 
home Sunday morning and started 
“shooting everything,” killing seven 
residents and a nurse, and wound- 
ing at least three others. 

Robert Stewart, 45, of Moore 
County, was charged hours later 
with eight counts of first-degree 
murder and a single charge of fel- 
ony assault of a law enforcement 
officer. Authorities offered few 
other details, allowing only that 
Stewart was not a patient or an 
employee at the nursing home, 
and isn’t believed to be related to 
any of the victims. 

“It’s a horrible event in any size 
town, particularly, though, when 


you deal with a small town such as 
Carthage,” said Police Chief Chris 
McKenzie. “It’s hard.” 


Authorities said Stewart began 
his rampage around 10 a.m. at 
Pinelake Health and Rehab, a 


nursing home in the North Car- 
olina Sandhills about 60 miles 
southwest of Raleigh. A police 
officer, 25-year-old Justin Garner, 
was also wounded before Stewart 
was shot and apprehended. 

Sen. Harris Blake, a Moore 
County Republican, said six people 
were killed at the scene and two 
died later at a hospital in nearby 
Pinehurst. He said sheriff’s offi- 
cials told him that Stewart “comes 
in and just starts shooting every- 
thing around.” 

Late Sunday afternoon, 
authorities appeared to be con- 
ducting a search of the nursing 
home’s parking lot, which they 
had blocked off with yellow police 
tape. Among the items they found 
was a camouflaged- colored rifle 
or shotgun, which was leaning 
against the side of a Jeep Cherokee.

Urban Coyotes Stir Alarm 


Wildlife officials say 
animal’s resurgence 
does not pose a threat 

D E N V E R I A coyote ambling into a 
Chicago sandwich shop or taking 
up residence in New York’s Cen- 
tral Park, understandably, creates 
a stir. But even here on the high 
plains of Colorado, where the ani- 
mals are part of the landscape and 
figure prominently in Western lore, 
people are being taken aback by 
rising coyote encounters. 

Thanks to suburban sprawl and 
growth in numbers of both peo- 


ple and animals, a rash of coyote 
encounters has alarmed residents. 
Wildlife officials are working to 
educate the public: Coyotes have 
always been here, they’ve adapt- 
ed to urban landscapes, and they 
prefer to avoid humans. 

“Ninety-five percent of this 
problem is a human problem, and 
we really need to focus on that 
95 percent to solve it,” said Nicole 
Rosmarino, wildlife program 
director of the environmental 
group WildEarth Guardians. 

Since December, four people in 
the Denver area have been nipped 
or bitten by coyotes. A fifth told 


police a coyote lunged at him. 

“These are coyotes that were 
born and raised in the ’hood,” said 
Liza Hunholz of the Colorado Divi- 
sion of Wildlife. 

Coyotes once were found pri- 
marily on the Great Plains and in 
the Southwest but have expanded 
their turf to most of North Ameri- 
ca. After generations of urban liv- 
ing, some coyotes navigate subdi- 
visions as easily as the cactus and 
scrub oak of the high desert where 
their ancestors roamed. Experts 
won’t even try to guess how many 
coyotes there are nationwide.

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New Tobacco Tax Packs a Punch 


The product s largest 
surcharge hike ever 
takes effect this week 

WASHINGTON | However they satis- 
fy their nicotine cravings, tobacco 
users in the U.S. are facing a big 
hit as the single largest federal 
tobacco tax increase ever takes 
effect Wednesday. 

Tobacco companies and public 
health advocates, longtime foes in 
the nicotine battles, are trying to 
turn the situation to their advan- 
tage. The major cigarette makers 
raised prices a couple weeks ago, 
partly to offset any drop in profits

once the per-pack tax climbs from 
39 cents to $1.01. 

Medical groups see a tax 
increase right in the middle of a 
recession as a great incentive to 
help persuade smokers to quit. 

Tobacco taxes are soaring to 
finance a major expansion of 
health insurance for children. 
President Obama signed that 
health initiative soon after tak- 
ing office. 

Smokers are mulling their 
options. 

Standing outside an office 
building in downtown Washington 
last week, 29 -year-old Sam Sark- 
hosh puffed on a Marlboro Light. 


His 8 -year-old daughter has been 
pleading with him to quit, and he 
has set a goal to give up smoking 
by his 30th birthday. 

“I’m trying to quit smoking, 
and it could help,” Sarkhosh said. 
“I don’t think it will stop me from 
buying cigarettes every now and 
then, but definitely not as often.” 
A friend who smokes Camels went 
out and bought four cartons in 
advance, he said. 

The tax increase is only the first 
move in a recharged anti-smoking 
campaign. Congress also is consid- 
ering legislation to empower the 
Food and Drug Administration to 
regulate tobacco, which could lead 
to reformulated cigarettes. 

About one in five adults in the 
United States smokes cigarettes.

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Iraqi Forces Quell Sunni Uprising

4 are killed in clashes 
between government 
and allied fighters 

BAGHDAD I U.S. -backed Iraqi forces 
swept through a central Baghdad 
slum Sunday, disarming Sunnis 
from a government-allied para- 
military group to quell a two -day 
uprising launched to protest the 
arrest of their leader. 

At least four people were killed 
and 21 wounded in the two days 
of fighting between government 
troops and the Awakening Coun- 
cil in Fadhil, a ramshackle warren 
of narrow, fetid streets on the east 
side of the Tigris River, 

The confrontation in Fadhil 
could be explosive if it leads to a rift 
between the Shiite-led government 


and the Awakening Councils, made 
up of Sunnis who abandoned al- 
Qaeda and joined forces with Amer- 
icans to fight the insurgents. 
Distrust runs deep between 


the Shiite-led government and the 
Awakening Councils, which the 
U,S, calls Sons of Iraq, because 
many of them are ex-insurgents. 
There have been fears that some 


fighters may return to the insur- 
gency if they feel threatened by 
the government. 

Members of the Fadhil coun- 
cil said Sunday they decided to 
give up the fight and hand over 
their weapons to spare the neigh- 
borhood, Most of the top council 
members fled the area as Iraqi 
troops searched house-to-house, 
according to residents who spoke 
on condition of anonymity because 
they feared for their safety. 

Council members say they are 
being unfairly singled out and tar- 
geted because they are Sunnis, 
“In our view, all these arrests 
and assassinations ,„ is part of 
Iran’s plan to dominate Iraq,” said 
Shogaa al-Aazami, commander 
of an Awakening Council in west 
Baghdad, robert h. reid (ap) 


Wanted Sudan 
Leader Greeted 
Warmly in Qatar 

DOHA, QATAR | Qatar’s leader 
embraced Sudan’s president in a 
red- carpet welcome Sunday as he 
arrived to attend an Arab summit 
in his most brazen act of defiance 
against an international arrest 
warrant on charges of war crimes 
in Darfur, 

Sudanese President Omar al- 
Bashir had promised to attend the 
22-nation Arab League gathering 
after assurances from members

Wearing a traditional robe and 
white turban, al-Bashir was greet- 
ed at the airport with an embrace 
and kiss by Qatar’s emir.

European nations remain ret- 
icent about some of the toughest 
U.S. priorities, including taking in 
Guantanamo Bay prisoners, send- 
ing more troops into Afghanistan 
and spending their way out of eco- 
nomic crises. 

Obama jets across the Atlantic 


on Tuesday on an eight- day, five- 
country trip that will be dizzying 
even by the usual standards of 
presidential foreign travel. 


He will attend international 
summits on complex, urgent topics 
— the global financial meltdown 
and the downward-spiraling fight

Obama also will make his first stop 
in a Muslim nation, Turkey. 

When Obama went to Europe 
last summer as a presidential can- 
didate, he was received like a rock 
star. His welcome this time could 
be different. 

“This is a real test of his leader- 
ship,” said Reginald Dale, a Europe 
scholar at the Center for Strategic 
and International Studies. 

Nile Gardiner, a Europe expert 
at the Heritage Eoundation, said 
the divide between the U.S. and 
Europe on stimulus spending, for 
instance, threatens to be “as big as 
the trans-Atlantic divide over the 
Iraq war.”

Africa’s Penguins in Peril 


A South African park 
installs nesting boxes 
in effort to save birds 

BOULDERS BEACH, SOUTH AFRICA I 
Nesting in the sand, preening on 
the rocks and darting through the 
waters, the penguins on the south- 
ern tip of Africa are the ultimate 
crowd-pleasers. But crisis looms. 

Short of food, and exposed to 
predators and the African sun, their 
numbers are plummeting. Salvation 
may rest in a man-made solution 
— housing for penguins. 

Dotting the shore of this pen- 
guin colony near the Cape of Good 
Hope are 200 nesting boxes, 
each big enough to house a fam- 
ily of penguins. Park authorities 
installed the boxes — shaped like 
a burrow and dug into the sand

A barking pit bull alerted a fam- 
ily of five to a smoldering fire in 
the basement of an Alexandria 
townhouse this weekend, fire 
officials said.

Crowd takes to streets 
after attack on couple 
in Loudoun County 

A defiant candlelit crowd of about 
200 marched through the rain early 
Sunday morning in the Lansdowne 
area of Loudoun County, Va., to the 
site of a recent sla)dng, determined 
to let the still-at-large perpetrators 
know that they are not afraid. 

“Were taking our neighbor- 
hood back,” said Beverly Bradford, 
a resident who organized the event. 
“Were not going to be intimidated 
by these cowardly acts.” 

The time of the demonstration, 
5:30 a.m., was chosen to coincide 
with the moments when William 
and Cynthia Bennett were “strug- 
gling for their lives,” Bradford said. 
The Bennetts were attacked while 
on their routine early morning 
walk March 22 in Lansdowne. 


They suffered blunt-force trau- 
ma, and their assailants have not 
been found. 

William Bennett, 57, was found 


dead on the side of Riverside Park- 
way near Rocky Creek Drive after 
a Loudoun County Sheriff s deputy 
responded there to investigate a 


report of a suspicious vehicle. At 
about 5:30 a.m., a resident report- 
ed hearing a commotion and seeing 
several people climb into a white 
panel van, which kept coming and 
going, authorities said. 

About 30 minutes after Wil- 
liam Bennett was found, his wife, 
55, was discovered across the road, 
beyond a bloodied fence, lying in a 
muddy ditch. She remains in criti- 
cal condition and has been unable 
to speak to authorities about what 
happened. Sheriff s Office spokes- 
man Kraig Troxell said Friday. 

Local authorities said they 
are looking for as many as three 
assailants. They have also been in 
contact with the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, where William Ben- 
nett worked as a contractor until 
2000, to see whether his back- 
ground could lead them to possi- 
ble suspects and motives. Jonathan

NEW LOOK I “Monsters vs. Aliens” 
opens with an old 3-D gag: A 
ball bounces directly into the 
audience, causing moviegoers to 
instinctively scoot back in their 
seats. But the resemblance to old- 
fashioned 3-D ends there. 

The film relies on entirely 
new technology — much of it 
developed during production — 
to lend depth to an epic battle in 
outer space and drama to the col- 
lapse of the Golden Gate Bridge 
as monsters fight to save Earth 
from an alien invasion. 

“We can dial in the [3-D] to a 
degree that was unthinkable even 
10 years ago,” said the stereoscopic 
supervisor at DreamWorks, who 
legally changed his name 12 years 
ago to Phil Captain 3D McNally 
(it appears on his driver’s license 
as Captain HID), 

“What I’m hoping people will 
see in Monsters vs. Aliens’ for the 
first time is stereoscopic filmmak- 
ing that feels completely integrat- 
ed into the flow of the story.”

ABC resurrects the 
upbeat ‘Cupid’ from 
its I998 TV lineup 

D R A M E D Y I Love sometimes get sec- 
ond chances, but failed TV series 
rarely do. “Cupid” has become one 
of those rare exceptions. 

ABC is resurrecting the roman- 
tic comedy that lasted 14 episodes 
on its schedule in the 1998-99 
season. It premieres Tuesday in 
a plum 10 p.m. time slot after the 
network’s biggest hit, “Dancing 
With the Stars.” 

Yet it’s not the same series that 
its fans may fondly remember, and 
not only because original stars Jer- 
emy Piven and Paula Marshall are 
not available this time. 

ABC had been kicking around 
ideas with Rob Thomas, the origi- 
nal series creator who had gone on 
to other projects such as “Veronica 
Mars.” The network executives said 
they were thinking about some- 
thing like “Cupid,” when the light 


bulb went on over their heads: Why 
not just do “Cupid” again? 

A remake is something of a 
taboo, even for an industry in which 
series fail more often than they suc- 
ceed, frequently for reasons that 
have little to do with quality. 

“A lot of people feel like there 
must be some sort of stigma 
attached,” said Kim Rozenfeld, 
ABC’s senior vice president of cur- 
rent programming, “If you tried 
and didn’t succeed, you shouldn’t 
touch it again,” 

There was plenty of affection 
for “Cupid” within ABC a decade 
ago, he said. But it was a time when 
the network lacked focus and was 
groping for an identity. ABC may 
not explicitly say so, but it’s now a 
network that targets female view- 
ers and hopes they bring their 
boyfriends along. A story involv- 
ing a man (Bobby Cannavale) 
who sees himself as a modern-day 
Cupid despite others’ thinking he’s 
insane fits the mission perfectly.
